Should you be concerned about what QO 
Chemicals is injecting underground? 


Officials say effluent 
is 98.5 percent water

Officials with QO Chemicals 
made a presentation to resi- 
dents last week hoping to lay 
to rest their concerns about the 
company's deep well injection 
of Class I material from their 
plant. 

The plant, located next to 
Sugar Cane Growers Coopera- 
tive east of Belle Glade, has 
been an employer in the com- 
munity for 30 years. During 
that time, they have used a 
sugarcane by product from the 
mill, called bagasse, to produce 
a building-block chemical 
called furfural. 

Furfural and its derivatives 
are used in the production of a 
wide variety of products such 
as plastics and nylon for cloth- 
ing, industrial’ and sport 
wheels and belts, medical tub- 
ing, pharmaceuticals, fragrants 
and flavoring. 

Recently, members of BOSS, 
(Blacks On the Serious Side) 
have questioned whether the 
effluent from the plant is being 
adequately contained in under- 
ground injection wells and the 
makeup of the material. 


Cynthia Laramore, executive 
director of BOSS,,said her 
organization has expressed 
their concerns to officials with 
the Federal Department of 
Environmental Protection, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Palm Beach 
County Health Unit. 

The result was a three-hour 
meeting with FDEP, EPA, 
PBCHU and QO Chemicals 
June 1 at the Belle Glade Civic _ 
Center. 

"I've done a lot of studying on 
this and I'm still not satisfied. 
They didn't explain the prob- 
lem and they didn’t give us 
reasonable assurance of safe- 
ty,” said Ms. Laramore. 

QO Chemical Plant Manager 
Doug Royster said the compa- 
ny's effluent composition is 
98.5 percent. water, 0.9 percent 
vinegar, 0.4 percent sugar and 
some traces of furfural and 
other organics.* 

During the five to-six months 
the plant operates, they inject 
approximately 250 million gal- 
lons of effluent at a depth of 
3,000 feet. x

Weather forecasters record tornado . 
activty for future study

Steve Hodanish was less 
than 200 yards from one of 
the scariest things in the 
world, Mr. Hodanish was two 
football. fiélds away from a 
tornado.

early May day in the plains of 
Kansas he had caught a tor- 
nado. 

How did he feel? "Ecstatic! 
Exciting," Mr. Hodanish told 
mé. "It's one of the most excit- 
ing things I have ever done." 

Normally, Mr. Hodanish's 


work is pretty routine. He's a 
weather forecaster for the 
National Weather Service at 
the Melbourne office. His job 
is to try to figure out if it's 
going to rain tomorrow. 

Yet, for weeks in late April 
and early May, Mr. Hodanish 
joined a virtual armada of 
researchers chasing tornadoes 
in America's heartland. Mr. 
Hodanish was part of Project 
VORTEX, which stands for 
Verification of the Origins of 
Rotation in Tornadoes Experi- 
ment. + 

"Basically, we're trying to 
figure out why some thunder- 
Storms produce tornadoes and 
why some don't," Mr. Hodan- 


. ish said. Essentially, they 


were looking forthe twist in, 
wister. 

In this case, "they" turned; 
out to be quite a few people. 
Any thunderstorm that was 
likely to produce a tornado 
was surrounded by 50 to 60 
researchers in 15 cars and 
two airplanes. 

"We would launch weather 
balloons in and around the 


man for WPBF, Channel 25. 


Storm," Mr.. Hodanish said. 
"Then, we would measure 
wind spéeds, air temperature 
and air pressures around the 
thunderstorm." In addition, 
the researchers had mobile @ 
Doppler radars to track the 
tornado. All the information 
was recorded for later study. 

All this work was done just 
a few hundred yards from a 
tornado. Mr. Hodanish and 
the other researchers were 
often face to face with this 
powerful storm. At times it 
got a little dangerous. "A @ 
huge storm in Kansas 
destroyed two of our vehicles 
with hail stones the size of 
baseballs, Mr. Hodanish told 
те, No one was.seriously, 
injured.in theincidento улэ) 

At-other times, Mr,Hodan‘ 
ish and the researchers were 
so busy with their machines , 
and instruments they ever ~ 
had a chánce to even look at 
the tornado. "It's frustrating," 
Mr. Hodanish admitted. "I 
wanted to look at the tornado 
but I had to do my work. 
We're there, after all, for sci- 
ence." During his'three weeks 
on the project Mr. Hodanish 
was able to see half a dozen ry 
tornadoes. z J 

Mr. Hodanish said the goal 
of Project VORTEX is to fig- 
ure out why airs rising into 
some thunderstorms produce 
a tornado while air rising into 
a similar storm does not. "If 
we can find out how tornadoes 
form, we càn put out warn- 
ings faster and that can'save 
lives," Mr. Hodanish said. 

The collection of data from 
the plains of the Midwest will 
continue for a few more 
weeks, but analysis of Project 
VORTEX will continue for 
several years. Mr. Hodanish's 
participation in the project is 
over, which means he'll be 
back in Melbourne trying to 
figure out if it's going to rain 
tomorrow. His heart, however, 
remains in the Midwest. "I'd 
rather be somewhere in 
Kansas or Oklahoma, two 
hundred yards from a torna- 
do,” Mr. Hodanish said.
